Senate Works Hard and ‘Ac- 
complishes Much. 
— — 
Rayner Fights Custom Court 
Feature in Bill. 
—— 


Bailey Backs Down on In- 
come Amendment. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—It was the 
Senate’s busy day today. From 10 
o'clock this morning until 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon the Senators labored. 
The day was devoted in the main to 
the consideration of the administrative 
provisions of the tariff bill, and to the 
Brown resolution providing for the 
submission of an income tax constitu- 
tional amendment to the States Legis- 
latures. The Senate refused te amend 
the resoluti for a constitutional 
amendment providing for an Income 
tax, offered by Senator Brown, but 
adopted the resolution unanimously, 
the ayes being 77. 
Senator Rayner made a vigorous 
fight against the customs court feature 
of the administrative amendment. He 
declared that the court would be un- 
constitutional because, Zhile it dealt 
with questions at common law, no pro- 
vision was made for trial by jury. 
which he said every litigant at com- 
mon law has a right to demand. 
The customs court provision occu- 
pied the attention of the Senate for 
about three hours, and ultimately was 
accepted without division, ' 
The proposed court is to consist of 
five members and is intended to super- 
sede the United States Circuit Cqurts 
in customs matters. 
MUCH ACCOMPLISHED. 
Not since the tariff bill has come 
into the Senate has so much been ac- 
complished within one day. Indeed, 
when the sitting came to an end, t- 
tle remained ta be done. The princi- 
pal item still to be considered is the 
tobacco tax, the figures on which had 
not been completed by the committee 
when the Senate adjourned. — 
Attention was given to the drawback 
feature of the bill, relative to which 
the Finance Committee made no rec- 
ommendation beyond striking the 
House provision. 
In the Senate, however, several 
amendments were made some of which 
were permitted at Senator McCum- 
bers instance, to satisfy the grain 
producers of the Northwest. 
A number of other minor amend- 
ments were made and all the adminis- 
trative features were disposed of. 
The resolution of Brown of Nebras- 
ka submits to the State Legislatures 
an amendment to the Constitution, 


to lay and collect taxes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, without 
apportionment among the several 
States, and without regard to any 
census or enumeration.” 

Senator Aldrich hoped that the tar- 
iff bill tomorrow will go from the 
Committee of the Whole to the Senate. 
In the Senate p „it will receive 
brief attention will then go to 
conference. 

CUTS DOWN SALARIES. 
Upon motion of Mr. Bacon, compen- 
sation of members of the customs 
court were reduced from $10,000 to 
$7000; that of Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral from $10,000 to $6000; Deputy As- 
sistant Attorney-General from $7500 to 
$7000; one attorney from $6000 to $5000, 
and three aatorneys from 35000 to $4000 
per annum. * 
Additional amendments to the tariff 
bill which were accepted provide that 
nothing in the measure 
fere with the Cuban commercial treat 
and prescri’e the methods by whic 
the President shall proceed in exe- 
cuting the discriminating features of 
the measure. This is simply a re- 
enactment of the countervailing duties 
of the existing law. 

Another amendment adopted allows 
all American-owned logs on the Maine 
and Minnesota borders to be sawed 
in mille on the Canadian side with- 
out interfering with their free entry 
into this country. 
On motion of Senator McCumber, an 
amendment exempting wheat, wheat 
flour and flaxseed from the drawback 
provision of the bill, and an amend- 
ment by Senator Overman allowing a 
drawback on cotton ties when used on 
cotton that is exported were adopted. 

DEFENDS STANDARD OIL. 
Senator Aldrich explained that there 
would be laid before the Senate a few 
committee amendments providing for 
a tax on vessels and a tobacco tax 
including leaf tobacco. 
Senator Culberson declared that the 
Standard Oil Company continues to re. 
ceive drawbacks on cans it exports 
amounting to $1,000,000 a year, and said 
he would offer an amendment to cor- 
rect that condition.

ATAL DAY OF ALTA CALIFORNIA. 
If the suggestion of the leading historian of 
our great Commonwealth is accepted, California 
might have celebrated, July 1. the one hundred and 
fortieth anniversary of her birth. And one hun- 
dred and forty years is a long time in the history 
of civilization in North Am 

“The first day of July, 1769,” wrote Mr. Theo- 
dore Hittell, “the day on which the original pioneers 
by land and sea came together at San Diego, and 
the day which they themselves celebrated with sal- 
vos and salutes, is, as appropriately perhaps as 
any other, te be considered the natal day of Alta 
California.” It was on that day that Padre Juni- 
pero Serra, representing the Catholic Church, and 
Governor Gaspar de Portola, representing the sec- 
ular power of Spain, came up, thus completing that 
ever memorable expeditio 
trance of civilization into’ this great, new land. 

In the occupation and reduction of Alta Cali- 
fornia & three-fold plan was devised by the Spanish 
government, involving the religious foundation, the 
civic community, and the military garrison. The 


cn Franciscan_missions stretching from San Diego 
in the south to Sonoma in the north; the movement 
for civic settlement bro.‘ the Pueblo, the only 

examples of which were San José and 
‘Los Angeles: the military. occupation consisted 
chiefly in the establishment of four presidios, or 
presidial towns. These were Monterey, San Fran- 

„ San Diego, and Santa Barbara. 

| By far the most important of these movements 
at the time was that of the missions; and chief 
among the missionaries was Junipero Serra, the 
first Father-President. In labors he was indefat- 
igable, in courage undaunted, in faith sublime. 
When at the age of seventy the tolling of the Mis- 
ton bell at Carmel announced to the stricken peo- 
ple that his heroic spirit had departed, his most 
fitting eulogy was in the tears of his Indian neo- 


phytes. 
Serra was buried in the midst of the 
he loved so well. Today the restored chu in 
beautiful Carmel Valley forms a permanent monv- 
ment to the foremost figure in the missionary his- 
tory of Spanish California.

MERICAN WHEAT. 

The Treasury Department of the Federal gov- 
ernment estimates that the preserit population of 
the United States is about 89,000,000. This gives 
reason to hope that the census of next year will 
show us to be a nation of 90,000,000 souls. 

Now the usual estimate is that it requires five 
bushels of wheat to feed each unit iin the popala- 
tion. Taking this multiplier, the consumption of 
wheat next year should be 450,000,000 bushels. Some 
statisticians assume that the average per capita 
consumption in our country is six bushels. If we 
take this multiplier we get a consumption of 540,- 
(00,000 bushels. 7 
The crop of wheat now growing is estimated at 
about 700,000,000 bushels, and therefore we shall 
have only about 175,000,000 bushels left after pro- 
viding bread for the people. We always carry over 
a considerable stock, and seed for the coming crop 
must be provided. On this basis there would be 
very little American wheat for export. 

In any case, one of two things must take place. 
Either we must improve our farming in order to 
insure a larger average yield per acre or stop ex- 
porting wheat. The average yield of all the wheat 
acreage in the country is not more than fifteen or 
sixteen bushels: Proper cultivation would easily 
double this, and undoubtedly more pains will be 
taken to cultivate wheat land, with prices running 
at $1 a bushel and upward on the farms, than when 
half the sum was paid for the ayerage bushel of 
wheat in the United States. | } | 
But in no case need we expect to continue to ex- 
port much wheat. We have not only to look te our 
own crops but those of the world, but when we 
come to sell in European markets the new coun- 
tries like Canada and Argentina fix the price of 
wheat. In the South American country labor is 
cheap and lands are fertile and the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat there plus the freight to Liverpool 
will fix the standard price of breadstuffs for the 
world. 

In efranging the new tariff schedules a good 
deal was said about the approaching day when we 
would cease to be a wheat-exporting country. The 
downward revisionists thought it unnecessary and 
unwise to maintain the old duties upon wheat un- 
der the new conditions. But they forgot that these 
new conditions were cumulative and had not 
hed the climax. So long as we have some sur-

Tariff schedules need revision from time to time. 
As long ago as two years The Times contended that 
the time was not ripe for u revision of the Dinglev 
tariff law. There seemed to be no conditions to 
call for any very radical changes. To touch them, 
as we then said and as must be concedéd n+, al- 
ways disturbs business, always makes slack cen 
tions. That we were right in contending that 
there was no necessity for such revision seems in 
the way of being established. Congréss has been 
at work since the middle of March hammering at 
the different schedules and is not done yet, and- 
when the work is all over the revision will not be 
radical nor the changes many. It would have 
been better to let the matter alone for an indefinite 
period in the future. e 
This content ion about the duty on wheat is an en- 
lightening example. re is no basis for the re- 
moval of al! duties on all grades of wheat at pres- 
ent, whatever may be the case in the future. It is 
not wise statesmanship for us to pass a tariff law 
today in order that it may be ready to apply to 
conditions ten, fifteen or twenty years hence. Wait 
until there is an actual need of revision and then 
let the revision be made. 


OTH ENDS AGAINST THE MIDDLE. | 
The Times reproduced on Friday morning two 
excerpts, one from the San Diego Union, the other 
from the San Francisco Chronicle, each paper com- 
ring things in its own city with Los Angeles.

It 
speaks of “the meritorious claim of the only harbor 
of commerce south of San Francisco.“ What has 
the government been doing these last fifteen years 
at San Pedro, and is the result of the millions of 
dollars spent there out of the Federal treasury vain 
and to leave no result behind it? We really thought 
that we had a pretty good harbor in the environs 
of this great and good city named of the angels. 
Our neighbor up at Sah Francisco recognizes the 
existence of the great San Pedro harbor and in a 
broad and appreciative manner. In fact, the 
Chronicle calls the attention of the people of San 
Francisco to the danger of Los Angeles with its 
harbor “getting away with” oversea commerce, tak- 
ing that away from the city by the Golden Gate. 
The jab that our northern neighbor gives us is found 
in the following: “The inhabitants of that city 
[Los Angeles] openly, vigorously, and perhaps we 
should say shamelessly, declare that they propose 
to make of that once sleepy inland town the great- 
est commercial and manufacturing seaport on the 
western crest of the two Americas and that San 
Francisco with all its magnificent natural advan- 
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Leen lending its car too willingly to unrepresenta- 
tive people from Los Angeles or have been suffer- 
ing from a nightmare. There are no people in Los 
Angeles of any standing or influence who shame- 
lessly or otherwise express any desire to see San 
Francisco pulled down, much less go hang. The 
people of this city are cosmopolitan in their im- 
pulses and feelings. The spirit of our people is 
reflected in the cordial way in which The Times 
cn the occasion we are referring to opened its col- 
umns to its rivals north and south to press upon 
public attention their claims and advantages.

Celebration Without an Aecident 
and Only Two Arrests Are Made. 
Industrial Parade Pleases Visitors. 
City Council Will Today Canvass 
Votes of initiative Election. 


(SPECIAL CORREAPONDENCE OF THE TIMES] 
LONG BEACH, July 5.—This city to- 
day entertained the largest crowd in 
its history. The people began coming 
Saturday evening, continued through 
yesterday and began again at daylight 
this morning, trains on the Pacific 
Electric at times being only two min- 
utes apart. The company left 8000 
people Saturday, double that number 
yesterday and brought over 40,000 peo- 
ple today. Through cars were run di- 
rect from Whittier, Santa Ana, and the 
Newport line. The Salt Lake and 
Southern Pacific brought between 8000 
and 10,000 people. Added to this were 
hundreds who came in autos and rigs. 
With the home people there were on 
the streets, beach and pier and in the 
parks between 70,000 and 80,000 people 
all intent on enjoying the celebration. 
A high fog early this morning cooled 
the early part of the day and made the 
afternoon far more enjoyable than in 
several years past. A cool breeze pre- 
vailed all day. 
With such a multitude, there was a 
rush upon bakeries, groceries, ‘restau- 
rants and soft drinks and ſee cream 
parlors, with the result that dark saw 
wrecked stores and clerks and pro- 
prietors in almost the same state, yet 
feebly striving to serve hungry patrons 


79.000 , with some of the odds and ends left. 


Bakeries worked all day and so did the 
ice cream and pop factories. 

A feature of the day was the abso- 
lute order which prevailed. Police in- 
structions that no fireworks be let off 
in the business district from 10 a.m. to 
1 o'clock p.m., were obeyed and there 
was an absence vf cartridge canes, 
dynamite crackers and blank cartridges 
that was pleasing, marking a really 
and truly sane Fourth. Not a serious 
accident was reported throughout the 
entire day. 

6 o'clock 
with a national salute of twenty-one 
guns from the bluff by the Sons of 
Veterans battery, with their snappy lit- 
tle four-pounder, Teddy Roosevelt.
